Chinese Communist troops 
struck within cight miles of Nan- 
king during the night but were 
hurled back by the Nationalist 
defenders, it was reported today. 


The “rumble of artillery could 
be clearly heard In Nanking for 
the first time since the beginning 
of the civit war ns government 
fought.off the , Red 
troops attacking the bridgehends 
on the North bank of tho Yangtse. 


Last night's action might have 
been carried out to probe the 
strength of the Natlonallst de- 
fences guarding the capital city. 
About 1,000 Red troops, it was 
estimated, participated in the at- 
tacks. 7 


Admtral Kwet Yung-chin, Na- 
tlonallst Navy Commander, said 
today that the naval forces have 
their preparations to 
and 
were powerful cnough to ensure 
security of the vital waterway. 


“If we should fail to safeguard 
this defence line there will be 
little hope of reaching a political 
settlement,” he said. 


He sald the recent success of 
naval support in the defence of 
Anking, 145 miles South West of 
Nanking, must have given the 
Communists a lesson. 


Meanwhile reports from Wuhu 
said today that fibout 5,000 civil- 
dans have so far been killed by 
Communist artillery fire, , 


At Yuhsikew, a Natlonalist 
bridgehead, the Communists Inst 
night were reported to have used 
incendiary shells, causing exten- 
sive fires. Fighting flared up with 
fresh intensity this morning at 
Erpha ond Chunglu. Less than 200 
yards scparate the front-line 
positions of the opposing armies. 


Another report said that the 
Communists hnd penetrated Into 
Silingshan, a township-nbout 25 
miles South of Wuhu, on April 
10 but were subsequently beaten 
back by the Nationalist. te

General .Lung Yun, formor Governor of Yunnan,. 
said yesterday that as long. as the National-. 


ist Government, dacs not accopt,.Conimunist: | 


Chairman Fao Tso-tung’s cight-point proposal. 
he would not go back to China to head the 
Yunnan Province again, 

statement which came in the wake of specula- 
tion as to whether the General would soon 
return to the Chinese political stage was made 
at a press conference he gave to representa- 
tives of a specific group of local newspapers. < 


General © Lung confirmed 
press reports that both Acting 
President Li Tsung-jen and 
Premier Ho Ying-chin had 
asked him several times to 
help the Government to settic 
the present unrest in Yunnan. 

The former warlord, excitedly 
went as far as to say, “Should 
the Kuomintang reactionaries use 
kunnan as a final base to con-~ 
tinue their fight against the Com- 
munists I would definitely join 
the people of Yunnan in revolt- 
ing naruinst the Government. 1 
do not want the people of Yun- 
nan to suffer again after cight 
years of war against aggression 
and three years of civil war, 


Lung Blames Chiang 


The Ul-year-olct General - blam—- 
ed President Chiang Kai-shek 
for the present upheaval in 
Yunnan. It was President Chlang 
he said, who had completely 
sabotaged his plans for the 
people of Yunnan. - 

Instead of building up the 
province, he udded, Chiang had 
turned Yunnan, which olayed an 
important role in the war 
against the Japanese, into“n place 
where nobody likes to live. 

“|r sncaked out from Nanking", 
he continued, “because = there 
were too many of Chiang’s secret 
servicemen around me. 
they want me to go buck | to 
Yunnan where the retired Pree 
sident has just us many scerct? 
ngents.” : 

In a2 sureastic tone, he sald, 
“Now they want me to petch-up 
what Chiang had stirred up.’ - 
. Striking an optimistic note .on 
the present ‘pence talks between 
the Government and the Corn- 
munists the former, warlord’ auld 
that he believed that both Acting 
President - Li und.

Mr. Blerl said that he had 
been able to contuct person- 
ages connected with both sides, 
but so far had not received 
any definite answer from either 
Natlonalists ur Communists. 
Since the Red Cross is a 
strictly’ neutral, non-political 
organisation, whose interests 
are purely humanitarian, he 
feels optimistic about the even- 
tual outcome of the negotia- 
tions.

A 75-year-old eldor of Taipo Village ‘was charged 
at Kowloon yosterday with corruptly offering 


a bribo to Dr. P. M. 


van dor Linde. 


Tang Fung-sung, chairman of the Tai Po Chinese 


Chamber 


of Commerce, 


prominent citizen 


and village elder, was defended’ by Mr. C. 
A. S. Russ, and the prosecution was conduct- 
ed by Assistant Superintendent of Police: J. 


Moore. 


The prosecution's cnse was 
that on October 13, 1948, a 
mun named Tan Woon-kai of 
Tai Po Tau village, applied to 
the District Officer, Tai Po for 
a licence to commence the 
Greenville Amusement Park 
on lots numbers 183 and 186 
in D.D.6. 


Betore the applicant approached 
the D. O. a health inspector went 
to the site and examined the 
premises, He reported his ex- 
amination to the Health Office 
and Inter a letter contalning 11 
health requirements wos forwurd- 
ed ty the applicant by Dr, P. M, 
van der Linde, 


Then on October 13, the ap- 
plicant applied for a licence to 
open a boarding house within the 
amusement park. 

Health examinations were once 
wore conducted and while exam- 
ing the premises, health officers 
noticed that former health requir- 
ments had not yet been complied 
with by the applicant, 4. . ; 

On the same day. dofendan 
visited the Doctor at the lutter’s 
home. 

Defendant asked the doctor if 
they could talk in private. They 
went into the ‘doctor's study and 
at once defendant asked what 
was the amusenrrnt park's posi- 
tion. He was told that until the 
health’ requirements were ap- 
proved, no licence would be 
issued. 


Present Refused 


Defendant then said that his 
Kinsmen wished ta ‘give the doc- 
torn gift for Christmas. ‘Fhis 
was immediately refused by the 
doctor who told defendant that it 
is forbidden. Pressing {the mat- 
ter, defendant again. offered to 
buy the doctor a present, Finally 
he said he would like to buy some- 
thing for the doctor’s two chil- 

en 


Dr. van der Linde then tuld the 


defendant that he had Iconsider- 
able difliculty pver the amusement 
park and that the defendant's 
offer, apart from being illegal, 
would only hinder tis kinsmen 
from opening the park. ‘The de- 
fendant then left the room. 

They went {nto the sitting roan 
where Mrs. van ‘der Linde was 
having tea with a lady guest. 

In the room’ while the doctor's 
back was turned defendant took 
vutifrom his pocket two $500 


notes and put them Into the hands 
of the doctor's two children who 
were sitting nearby. 

The docter turned and saw this 
and Immediately took the money 
from his children and gave them 
back to defendant. He then 
hustled defendant from the house. 

The prosecution also said thet 
defendant had three small pieces 
of land in the amusement park. 
These lands |were lensed to the 
npplicant for $300 a month, 


First Visit 


The doctor snid that the visit 
was the defendant's first since he 
hic known him in 1947, 

He admitted that defendant was 
very helpful to the government 
nnd that in 1947 defendant was 
chosen as chalrman jof a health 
committee to aid his office in ful- 
filling health requirements at Tai 
Pa. : 

In the witness box, defendant 
admitted that he had visited the 
dortor but said thelr, talk wes 
nbout some members of the health 
somunittee who wished 16 resign. 
He said that he was not q bit In- 
terested in the amusement park 
since his only connection ‘with its 
owner was lensing of three small 
pieces of Iand. 

After ‘hearing the evidence 
given by the prosccution and the 
defence, Mr, Blair-Kerr said that 
he was going to take the ugusual 
course of- discharging the de- 
fendant with a cautlon, 

He said that It was apparent 
from the evidence that the de- 
fendant was a very much réspect= 
ed personality and his record of 
public service has been emphasis- 
ed continually throughout the 
case. oes gee 

The fact that a conviction was 
recorded * must in itself‘be an 
adequate punishment.

SHIPBUILDING 


Judging by recent reports, 
although there his not been 
a revival: of --Hong Kong's 
shipbuilding: industry, our 
maintenance and repair ser- 
vices compare—at least in 
quality and cost—favourably 
with any other port in the 
world, This in spite of the 
greatly increased labour 
charges and the scarcity of 
material. 

In Britain, overall costs are 
250 per cent higher than be- 
fore the war, but despite this 
fact the yards at Home are 
turning “out considerably 
more vessels than the rest of 
the world put together. 
America, despite prices that 
would have seemed fantastic 
10 years ago, has ambitious 
plans, mostly on the line of 
luxury liners, although many 
of her tramp steamers are 
temporarily out of use. 

It is now being suggested 
that Germany is hoping in 
the near future ta see her 
yards In full operation again. 
Expectations are perhaps 
higher than at any time since 
the end of the war, when the 
occupying powers laid down 
that the defeated nation 
could build no ships more 
than 1,500 gross tons or with 
& greater speed than 12 
knots, 

These restrictions were de- 
signed to prevent Germany 
from building a new navy. 
and to reduce her peacetime 
output of U boats and sur- 
face warships. 

But now the Germans say 
they should build their own 
ocean-going vessels to carry 
food and raw materials, earn 
and save large sums of for- 
eign currency, and greatly 
reduce the present cost to 
the Allies. These arguments 
have a powerful appeal to 
the American government, 
whose taxpayers are provid- 
Ing enormous sums to put 
Germany back on her feet: 
and in view, of the powerful 
economic pressure the U.S. 
can bring, it may be that 
post-war restrictions will 
shortly be altered. 

To Britain the argument 
understandably seems dan- 
gerous. British ships are 
valuable earners of foreign 
currency, and a revival of 
German shipping would hit 
Britain's recovery. The U.K, 
too, has had to fight a des- 
perate ocean struggle for 


survival in two world wars, |
